Pay Weil-Educated Teachers 
More Money, PTA Advocates 



JQdltof, TJmci-Neft'a: 

Are tho teachers In Idaho well 
trained? 

"No," says tho Peabody report. 
Tho accepted standard In the na- 
tion Is tour years of college tor all 
toachera. Judged by the tour-year 
coUese standard, OIJ per cent of all 
tho elementary teachers are below 
the notional Qualifications. Nearly 
oU of Idaho's adequately trained 
teachers are In tho hlRh schools." 

When ve ask ourselves this ques- 
tion and receive this answer. Is 11 
then fair to the boys and Rlrts In 
Idaho's elementary schools to glvi 
them less than tho national atiui' 
dard teacher? 

Yet how can wo blame the teach- 
er* tor not preparing more thor- 
oughly when the financial outlook 
la so poor. Money has been called 
many things from "tllthy lucre" to 
"tho dirty gcrm-carrylng eluff." I 
ctm sure the young man or young 
woman who prepares to teach wLih- 
(o, besides Just to make a living, 
to Import knowledge to other young 
people. But I have yet to see the 
person who can get along without 
■ -the tllthy stuff." Ritabllahlng 
higher llvoble salaries will , help 
Ereatly In encouraging many young 
people to decide on a. teacher's ca- 
reer, nitrefore. If wo parenLs wish 
to demand higher educational stan- 
dards for our teachers, wo should 
see that tho monthly remuneration 
Taluo be raised also. 

At the notional PTA convention 
held in Denver lost May. wo heard 
F. L. Schlagle, president of tlie 
National Education a.uoclatlon, say: 
"Ope out ot every 10 tefichers In this 
country Is n substandard teacher, 
not qualified to be In the classroom 

? residing over children." We heard 
«ul Witty, professor ot education 
ftt Northwestern university, stress 
over and over again that "Better 
trained teachers ore good teachers; 
well paid teocher.i are hnppv leach- 
era: the child's training reflects tho 
work of tho good and s.ittsfled 
teacher." Wo heard O. L. Maxwell, 
dean ot administration at the Unl- 
Teialty ot Denver, say: "Toachlni! 
salaries and standards must both 
be raised; the llto of a teacher must 
be mode more attractive: gre.itcr 
public esteem must be accorded the 
protcSiSlon as a whole." 
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In tact, oil national educators and 
at] national buslne.is or professional 
world prominent! men or women 
at this national PTA convention 
nlreised the need for well trained 
teachers with no less than the na- 
llonal standard of (our years of 
college. 

Tho Peabody report says only 3*J1 
per cent ot Idaho teachers have col- 
lege degrees or better. More tlian 50 
per cent have only two years or 
less ot college education. 

Although Idaho has some tine 
teachers and administrators, espe- 
cially In Twin Falls sch<x)ls. . tho 
state, OS a whole, Is far below the 
national teacher standard. 

It would be well to work tor bet- 
ter teacher salaries, better parent 
cooperation, belter teacher training 
schools. We need assurance that tho 
boyo and girls ot Idaho are receiv- 
ing the type of education lo which 
they are entitled.

OS I would liked It, but I'm not 
kicking.

Tlio-e rows ot beets 
go awfully slow when there's onli 
one or two people thinning or hoe. 
Ing IS acres. 

So I ask again. Tfhcre'i that sugar 
us larmers ore ollowed tor raising 
beets that l!in.-.e people hove been 
ar^ntlng about? We didn't have 
much sugar to two for canning 
the city folks, elthrr as it takes It 
all for f'e hired help.
